Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 16 
years old, may homestead 4 quater 
section ~of available Dominion land 


in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 


ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 


- cy or Sub-agency for the district. 


Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
‘on and cultivation of the ITIand in 
‘ each of three years, A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six month:

The professor advised the teachers 
of this. province to wait until Alber- 
ta_had a faculty of agriculture - in 
connection with the university, but 
because tlie other provinces had be- 
gun to realize that. agriculture should 
be made compulsory the professor 
urged the hearers to hold their heads 
up and back up the people who are 
anxious to introduce this branch of 
study into the schools.

encouragement to. the. educational 
department ‘who ‘are doing their 
best to solve the problem." 

‘Professor. Creelman said that when 
he was at Red Deer last autumn he 
found the grass in that place green 
and the cattle were pasturing in the 
fields, whereas ,at Lethbridge _ the 
grass was quite dried up, and the 
cattle ‘had to be fed on hay. 

The farmers of Red Deer explained 
the reason by saying that they had 


‘Imore rain in their district than the 


Lethbridge farmers had. 
INCREASE IN MOISTURE. 


Dr. Creelman investigated the mat- 
ter, and. found that there was -only 
a difference of two inches of rainfall 
during the year, ‘and the reason was 
the increase in moisture in the ground 
at Red Deer owing to the greater 
ee of trees, / 

. Creelman reminded his hearers 
iat they must be accurate in all 
things. Accuracy in agriculture was 
absolutely esscntial to ultimate suc- 
cess. He recommended that the 
science masters in the university 
should take a course in scientific 
biology. and botany before they were 
appointed to the staff of the high 
schools and normal schools.

| st Death Sentence Pron Fraieniced. In tid Deer 


The Supreme Conrt' Derlsere began 
on Tuesday before’ Mr. Justice Scott. 

Thirteen prisoners were arraigned’ 

on seventeen charges. All pleaded 
not guilty, save Chuze, who admit- 
ted stealing a roan gelding from W. 
J. Rush; Red Deer, on March 12, 
and ‘Summerton, who pleaded -guilty 
to stealing 25 head of cattle from the 
Aungers, near Stettler, but not to 
stealing three head from other par- 
ties, . 
Geo. Patterson, near Gadsby, was 
placed on trial for an alleged offence 
against a; young girl who claimed to 
be under fourtcen at the time the 
offence was committed. The evidence 
was very contradictory, and the girl's 
story did not receive sufficient corro- 
boration, apparently, to justify a 
verdict of guilty. There was some 
suspicion, too, that the charge was 
laid out of spit by Hannah Hayes, 
Patterson’s housekeeper, and whose 
relations with Patterson were .ad- 
mittedly not of the best. ..They 
quarrelied; and the woman seemed to 
have had something to do in prompt- 
ing the girl to lay the charge sixteen 
months after the offence was alleged 
to have been committed. The girl’s 
recollections of the date were con- 
fusing. Mr. Russell for the Crown: 
Mr. McGillivray for defendant. 

‘Frederick Carlson was placed on 
trial for the murder of ‘‘Dick’’ Mer- 
ritt near Hamilton Lake on August 
21, 1911. The two men had been 
good friends, and Carlson slept with 
Merritt at the la-ter’s shack that 
night: He admitted that he had 
struck Merritt, when the latter lay 
in bed in the morning, three or four 
times in the head and neck wi-h an 
axe because he got mad when Mer- 
ritt laughed at some questions Carl- 
son asked him. 

As the prisoner had on several oc- 
casions admicted that he had com- 
mitted the deed, and what evidence 
there was against him was_ strong. 
the defence tried to have him cleared 
of this charge on account of the in- 
sanity of the prisoner, but were un- 
able to make it hold“before the jury. 

Shortly before noon the jury retir- 
ed, and about four p.m. brought in.a 
verdict of ‘‘Guilty,’’ after which the 
accused was sentenced to be hanged 
at the Lethbridge jail on June 19. 
During the entire case Carlson was 
very unconcerned, and even when son- 
tence was passed on him did not 
show any great emotions.

The Ponoka’ Herald has ‘a very 
good article‘on.cheap: money, one of 
the principal: planks in*the provin- 
cial Conservative platform. The

So far back as 1894, the New 
Zealand Government, seeing that dear 
money, when, advanced to the. set- 
tlers, was acting as a retardation 


rather than an. advancement to the; 


prosperity of their country, passed 
enactments in that year which to- 
day svand with few amendments, and 
these were for increasing the scope 
and -usefulness of the act, and which 
today bear, witness as an example of 
that government's good judgment, 
thrift, and economy in legalizing the 
introduction of a cheap monetary sys- 
tem for the advancement of the far- 
mer, and one that is worthy, in the 
opinion of the writer, of emulation 
by. the Western Provinces of Canada. 

A brief consideration of the New 
Zealand Act will to many be in- 
structive, and at the same time 
point a moral and adorn a tale. In 
the year mentioned an Act was pass- 
ed authorizing the raising of $15,- 
000,000 at 4 per cent., with which to 
loan farmers on the security of their 
land at an annual rate of interest of 
44 per cent. for prompt payineit. 
The advance to settlers was fixed at 
a minimum of $125 and a maximum 
of $12,500 repayable in 363 years by 
half-yearly instalments of three per- 
cent. on the amount borrowed. Since 


then various amendments to the Act|# 


have been made, so that the loaning 
power has been increased to $30,000,- 
000, and power is also given to the 
Government Investment Department 
{o borrow money for the purpose of 


these loans not exceeding $7,500,000 { 


in any one year. 


The ainendment of 1910 provided é 


for the classification of securities in- 


to three grades for the purpose of de- | J 


termining the term for which an in- 
stalment loan may be-granted. Pre- 
viously, all of these loans ran for 
the same period, namely, 364 years. 
These were graded as follows: On 
first class security, 364 years ; sec- 
ond class, 30 years ; and third class, 
20 years. 

Application for loans not exceeding 
$2500 have priority over applications 
for larger sums. Valuation fees are 
graduated for all loans less than 
$500, two and a half dollars, and up 


to ten and a half dollars on loans | 


for $15,000. 
Expert land valuators are perman- 
ently employed, and special arrange 


ments are made with the post-office | § 


so that mortgagors are enabled to 
pay their instalments and interest to 
the eredit of the department at any 
post-office in the country.

The awful catastrophe which befel 
the new White Star liner, Tizanic, 
off Cape Race, Sunday night last, | 
has filled the civilized world with 
horror, and a wave of sympathy such 
as has been rarely displayed has 
swept over the people with regard 
to the surviving sufferers.

iv is charged that the captain was 
at his dinner from seven to after 
nine o'clock when he should have ‘been 
on the bridge. It has been charged 
that J. Bruce Ismay, managing di- 
rector of the White Star line, who 
was on board, was trying to make 
a record run, and was pushing the 
steamer to its utmost capacity, re- 
‘gardless of danger. But the captain, 
who was supreme on his own Siar 
did not apparently take the neces- | 
sary precautions for the safety of | 
his passengers, because there was no , 
headlight in operation, otherwise the 
iceberg could have been seen for miles 
away. He had first to look to the 
safety of his people, and afterwards 
take any suggestion from a director 
of the line. He seems to have done 
just the opposite. Although they 
‘had reached the ice floe, and had 
passed icebergs one hundred feet 
height, the speed of the vessel does 
not seem to have been reduced to 
any extent. 

Captain Smith bravely refused to 
leave his ship, and paid for his ap- 
parent neglect or overcontidence with 
his life.

As there appears to be much doubt 
as to the fishing regulations, IT beg 
to quote from an act passed on the 
12th of February, 1912, the follow- 
ing extracts with relation to fishing 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan : 
Section 20 of the Act reads as fol- 
lows, viz.:— 
“No one shall

WITH REJOICING AT’ BRAVERY 
DISPLAYED BY WRECK VICTIMS 


Chivalry, Still Existent 


London, April 20—England mourns, 
but England also “ rejoices. She 
mourns her dead, but boasts their 
noble bearing in the face of a death 
dealing calamity, and every mtan 
walks prouder through London's 
streets today knowing that the sons 
of the Empire and of the Union 
have proved under an overwhelming 
calamity that the blood of the race 
and its adherence to principle can 
triumph over death. Though the ele- 
mental forees of nature have -des- 
troyed man’s handiwork yet man’s 
soul rides victor over all nature’s 
harshest menaces. Throughout Eng- 
land today the note of thousands of 
sermons and innumerable leading 
articles is ‘‘our sons still know how 
to die."’ The story of the Titanie’s 
heroes has moved the heart of the 
nation as it has never moved before. 
Every Londoner in the streets finds 
himself impelled to tender a strange 
courtesy to every woman he meets. 
In the street cars even at the busicst 
and most crowded hours men now 
rise with alacrity to offer women 
their seats. The example of the prave 
men who went down with the liner 
has gone deep into the hearts of men 
and the spirit of chivalry has been 
rekindled. 

When the news came on Monday 
moining that the Titanic had struck 
an iceberg and was dangerously dam- 
aged, people refused at first to cred- 
it. The White Star offices of Cock- 
spur street were thronged with hosts 
of cager people demanding _intelli- 
gence of the stricken steamship. For 
a few hours their hopes were raised 
on false cables and their hearts were 
buoyed up. 


BLOW WAS OVERWHELMING. 


Then the worst’ became certain, and 
the truth was known. 


I saw men, 


grow old within’ an hour, their faces 
turned grey and shrunken, thgie vital- 
ity almost shrivelling up, under ‘the 
crushing: blow. Little was said, for 
men’s hearts were too full for words, 
and women even forgot to cry, but 
waited in sorrow for further news. 
Cockspur street became a scene of 
woe as London waited impatiently 
for furdher news. The long hours 
passed by and on Thursday men be- 
gan to ask: '‘Why is the Carpathia’| 
silent? Why has she not sent news?”’ 

It was thought by many that her 
message was_too terrible for words. 
Public anxiety was never so tense as 
in those hours, then Friday morning 
came, -and with it, the . Carpathia’s 
message which carried the worst 
blow of all. The earliest reports de- 
clared the captain of the liner had 
committed suicide, and that the chief 
engineer had shot himself. Several 
of the morning papers, including the 
Times and the Daily Mail, refused sto 
credit the story and declindd to! print 
it. Others, notably among them the 
Daily Chronicle, printed special 
editions wi:h flaring headlines, em- 
phasizing, the worst. ; 

SUICIDE STORIES UNTRUE. 

These grey morning hours’ were 
England's bitterest. Men turnz:d to 
one another with doubt and dread 
tearing at their souls, asking had 
manhood failed under the intolerable 
strains, Those who knew Captain 
Smith and his officers, having often 
travelled with him, were confounded, 
and our high hopes and confident 
predictions almost failed us. But 
two hours later we knew the truth. 
The stories of the suicides were lies 
and the sailors had more than risen 
to the great occasions, now Eng- 
land’s woe is not of lamentation. 
We weep not for the dead but strive 
to emulate their achievements.

orable attorney general and to the 
secretary of the’ Temperance and 
Moral Reform league.’

“The insidious nature of this at- 
tempt to frighten their people and 
gain control over their home, which, 
while it might be kept within the 
fold of their wandering sheep, could 
not but be fraught with the gravest 
danger to the morality of the 
people."’

APPALLING TAL 
HORROR SHI 


Western Cities Mourn and Rajpice in 
Turn as the True Tidings of Lost 
or Rescued Arrive 


HUSBANDS WATCH WOMEN ROW TO SAFETY 
AS LINER SINKS BENEATH SURFACE 


Heartrending Cries From Doomed Men Reach Ears of Wives and Daughters in Life- 
boats, Driving Them Almost to Madness, As Giant Steamer 
With Roar Plunges to Her Ocean Tomb 


New York, April 19.—The docking 
of the Carpathia last night ruthless- 
ly dispelled for once and for all the 
hopes which have been entertained 
that the lists of the Titanie’s  sur- 
vivors supplied by wireless had been 
incomplete. With no known excep- 
tions, the roll of the jfirst and second 
cabins was absolutely correct. 

Winnipeg has been bereaved of three 
of her prominent citizens, at least. 
Hugo Ross, Thompson Beattie and 
Mark Fortune were among those who 
went down with the ill-fated vessel, 
while the latter’s son also stood by 
his father when the vessel sank. 

Of the passengers from Winnipeg 
in the first and second cabins, only 
Mrs. Fortune and her three daugh- 
ters’ stepped on dock last night when 
the Carpathia moored. The party in- 
cluded Miss Ethel Fortune, whose 
name was not included in the first 
list of survivors. 

A desolate party, hear throken and 
distracted, they were escorted to a 
waiting auto and conveyed — unat- 
tended to the Belmont hotel, where 
they went straight to their room and 
refused to converse with any one. 


CALGARY PASSENGERS SAFE. 
Mr. and Mrs., Dick of Calgary are 
also among the survivors and were 
also conveyed to the Belmont. 
Mrs. Dick, interviewed at the dock, 
<aid she could hardly realize the 


dreadful adventure which she had 
passed through, and the tragedy 
which she had witnessed. She and 


her husband had embarked in one of 
the first lifehoats before the real dan- 
ger in which the Titantic stood was 
realized by the officers. 

The passengers, she stated, were 
quite unconcerned as to what had 
happened or the extent of the dam- 
age, until after several of the. boats 
had been filled and the order was 
given that no more men_ should be 
allowed to leave the boat until the 
‘women and children had been ac- 
commodated. 


‘‘SPLENDID,”’ SAYS MRS. DICK. 


“As we pulled away,’ said Mrs. 
Dick, ‘‘we heard the band playing 
‘Nearer, my God, to Thee,’ and saw 
the men ‘by the rail—they were splen- 
did, splendid.” 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Dick retired as 
soon as they arrived at the hotel. It 
is estimated that out of the first and 
second cabins only two Canadians of 
the male sex were saved from: the ill- 
fated vessel. These were Mr. Dick of 
Calgary and Major Peuchen of Tor- 
onto. 

The Grand Trunk Company today 
mourn the loss of its president and 
manager, for Charles M. Hays is 
numbered among the dead. Mrs. 
Hays and daughter were conveyed in 
a special train in wai.ing, and left 
for Montreal at 11 o'clock. 

Mrs. Hays was in a state of col- 
lapse, and acted hysterically as she 
was being conveyed to the car. 


SADDEST OF SAD SIGHTS. 


Probably one of the saddest among 
many sad sights was the meeting of 
J. Wesley Allison of Morrisburg with 
his little grandson and nurse. Neith- 
er the mother, father nor the two- 
year-old sister of the baby were pres- 
ent, they having pcrished together in 
the tragedy of the Titantic. The 
sight of the infant child in its nurse’s 
arms on the dock was most pathetic. 
Not alone was the little one, for 
kind hearts turned from every side 
to lend ministering aid. 

CHARGES GROSS 
, CARELESSNESS. 

Of the Canadian passengers, Major 
Peuchen alone could be interviewed 
last night at any length. His inter- 
view was a bitter arraignment of 
what Major Peuchen charged was 
nothing but gross carelessness on the 
part of those in charge of the vessel. 
The captain, Major Peuchen declares, 
was aware of the danger of the ice- 
floes, and yet appeared to give little 
heed. 

HAYS HAD NO FEAR. 

Many of the boats were not half- 
filled. Passcngers would not leave 
their loved) ones behind, although 
sickening: experiences are reiatcd of a 
mad scramble just before the vessel 
went down, almost bead foremost. 
Rumors of shvoting of passengers 
were current all during the day, and 
at least one man was shot who made 
an effort to crowd into the last boat 
to leave the doomed vessel. 

Major Peuchen tells of having gone 
to the rooms of Mr. Allison and Mr. 
Molson to call them. He saw Mr. 
Hays moving around the deck con- 
fidently, assuring others that there 
was no danger. The whole ship's 
company was orderly, and there was 


little confusion at that time. 
LAST HEARTRENDING CRY. 
“As we rowed away from the 
itanie,’’ continued Major Peuchen, 
“ave could see her slowly settling for 
the final plunge. I cannot describe 
to you the awful heartrending cry 
that broke from those hundreds of 
pcople as the huge ship went to her 
watery grave. 

“The people were crowded into the} 
stern; they were bunched and 
huddled up into one dense mass. Sev- 
eral tried to get over the — side, 
equipped only with lifebelts, a scan- 
ty protection against ice and water, 
to say nothing of being drawn into 
the vortex. 

“The collapsible lifeboats, too, ap- 
pearcd to be unsatisfactory. These 
crafts were too frail to withstand the 
heavy weather, and in many of the 
boats people were sitting knee deep 
in water, with the result that there 
was much buffering among the sur- 
vivors.’ 


TOU CHING INCIDENTS. 


Perhaps one of the most touching 
incidents of the evening occurred 
when a stranger approached Mr. 
Peuchen with the query: ‘Did you 
come off the Carpathia?”’ ‘‘Yes.’’ 

“Did you know my brother, Mr. 
Smith ; he looks something like you, 
und [ though: perhaps you might 
have known him.”’ 

There was no information given. 

HELD REVOLVER AT. HEAD. 

“The liner struck at 1150 and 
went down two hours and a_ half 
later. There was no panic. One 
young German baron shot into the 
air, as he said, to atvuract attention 
to the injured ship. A ship’s officer 
drew his revolver and held it to the 
head of one man when the latter 
was attempting to, enter one of the 
lifeboats with his wife. But there 
was no fighting while the women and 
children were being taken off. 

CAPTAIN IS CRITICIZED. 


Dr. A. Bernard, of Montreal, who 
accompanied Dr. Senecal, and who 
will leave today to resume the jour- 
ney that was interrupted when they 
went to the assistance of the Titan- 
ic, said + 

“Captain Smich was not well spok- 
en of by the passengers. They criti- 
cized him for having given them false 
information about the injury to the 
ship. When the orders were given for 
the women and children to enter the 
lifeboats, many did not want to go. 
They did not appreciate the danger. 
This accounts for a number of male 
passengers having gotten into the 
boa:s, but there was no rush as far 
as we could hear.’ 

(Special dispatch to the Herald) 

New York, April 18.—Speed mad- 
ness and an express train schedule 
for ocean liners, caused the Titanic 
tragedy. 

Dashing at a rate of 20 knots an 
hour through an ieefield ocean, the 
atmosphere as clear as glass, the 
liner, the acme of luxury, and the 
last word in marine architecture, 
hurled madly against an immovable 
mountain of ice, and two hours and 
twenty-five minutes later had disap- 
peared from sight forever. 

The rescue ship, Carpathia, agreed 
that the speed had not been reduced. 
All said that the night was wonder- 
fully perfect, the brilliant rays of the 
moon bringing out a startling dis- 
tinction to the great mountains of 
ive that dotted the edge of the great 
banks of Newfoundland, where the 
tragedy occurred. The band of the 
great vessel was playing soft music 
in the saloon, many of the passen- 
gers had retired. Others were on 
deck watching the inajestic ocean, 
still others sat carelesely in the 
various cabins, some smoking, others 
quictly talking. 

Then came a grinding crash. The 
floating hotel staggered, then seemed 
to recover, plunged forward again 
and a shower of ice masses fell for- 
ward on the forward part, crushing 
to death steerage passengers and 
members of the crew stationed there. 
For a moment or two things were 
quiet, than came a change and all 
was excitement and confusion for & 
time, until the news spread: that the 
Titanic was ‘‘unsinkable,’’ = then 
quict and calmness again replaced 
the chaos.

One story told in circumstantial 
detail was that the captain and his 
officer shot themselves, but Daniels 
and other passengers positively 
they saw the white bearded, grizzly 
face of the veteran mariner over to 
the top of the bridge just before the 
railing . disappeared. They say that 
not until. then did he jump into the 
ocean to be drawn down forever. in 
the suction that marked the last 
plunge of the Titanic. The plight of 
the survivors -in the boats was piti- 
ful in the «xtreme. A few of the 
women or men had sufficient clothing 
but they shivered in the bitter cold. 
BROUGHT STARK TERROR 

TO THE VICTIMS. 


The bergs and drifting ice crashed 
thunderingly, bringing stark terror 
the helpless victims. Two wom- 
en tugged at the heavy oars, tearing 
their hands till the blood came, while 
but few of the boats were fully 
manned. 

Sailors stood aside deliberately re- 
fusing life that the women might 
have a chance for safety. 

Daybreak found the little flotilla 
bounding and tossing on the surface 
as it was not known that help was 
coming. Some women tried to jump 
into the water and had to be fore- 
ibly restrained. The babies, little 
tots, just old enough to realize their 
position, found themselves heroes, 
they set an example which moved 
their elders to tears, as they to’ of 
it tonight. Some-tried to comfort 
their stricken parents. 

Off in the distant horizon a sailor 
in the leading boat discerned some- 
thing. 

‘“‘We are saved,’’ went up the cry, 
and the rescue came just in time for 
before the Carpathia had taken 
aboard the occupants of the last 
frail craft the waves were increasing 
in height, and kicked up by the wind 
that had increased with the rising of 
tne sun. 

All were-tenderly cared for on the 
Cunard liner, the regular passengers 
willingly giving up their cabins to 
the refugees. Medical aid was forth- 
coming and nothing left undone that 
could be done to relive the distress- 
ed. 


HEROIC DEATH OF COL. ASTOR 


AND MAJOR BUTT. — 
New York, April 18.—Col. John 
Jacob Astor and Major Archibald 


Butt died together on the bridge of 
the sinking Titanic. Dr. Washington 
Dodge of San Francisco, described 
their heroic death as follows - 

“The last T saw of Major Butt and 
Col. Astor, the two were standing 
on the bridge of the Titanic appar- 
ently wich their arms*entwined about 
each other’s shoulders. This was the 
last glimpse T had of them from the 
lifeboat. Throughout the whole pan 
ic, and during the loading of the 
boats, Butt and Astor assisted the 
ship's officers. Like soldiers, they 
seemed, as T remember it, the two 
were together throughout the whole 
of the panic. I saw their figures out- 
lined against the sky. I am_ confi- 
dent that the Titanic broke in two, 
and that was why she sank. IT re- 
member that after she struck she 
rocked fearful'y several times. 
OTHERS MIGHT HAVE BEEN 

BROUGHT SAFELY ASHORE. 

“All of the boats were not com- 
pletely filled. One, I.think, only had 
five passengers. The reason the 
boats were not filled was due tu the 
fact that few could be convinced that 
the ship had to go down, and many 
went back to bed. The crew was fin- 
ally convineed that the boat was 
really sinking. Some of.the stewards 
were riding bicycles around — the 
gymnasium as the boat was sinking, 
while others were playing handball. 
Many of the passengers and crew 
stood at the rails and ridiculed those 
who had taken to lifeboats as land 
lubbers. It was when the water crept 
over the top decks that the first cab- 
in passengers realized their serious 
position.

The frontage tax collected this year 
at 7 cents per foot will amount to 
$2,258.65, leaving $2,506.20 to be 
raised by the town at large. As a 
sewer system is not considered a 
public utility, there being no revenue 
derived from it, this amount to be 
paid by the town at large is reason- 
able when it is considered that ‘it 
eovers the cost of the outfall sewer, 
catch basins, ete., besides carrying 
off wastes that. would otherwise have 
to’ be disposed of, and carrying’ off 
the surface water from any of: the 
streets.

PLANK SIDEWALKS. 


Tt_is the universal practice 'of cities 
and of. most. towns to charge the 
total cost. of these to the’ property 
fronting or abutting | on them, - the 
city or town ‘paying ‘the entire cost 
of street’ and lane crossings. In the 
past in Red Deer: the town at large 
has paid the entire cost of the walks 
and owners’ of property benefitting 
by the walks have not paid more 
than their share of the taxes levied 
against the town at large, while 
owners of property not, benefitted by 
the walks have had to pay their 
share of the cost. Up. to the present 
this method has worked out without 
much hardship, but we believe the 
time has come to make a change. 

As no separation of the cost | of 
plank walks and street grading has 
been required in the past, it is im- 
possible ‘to tell what proportion of 
the outstanding debenture debt is 
chargeable to plank walks and what 
to. street grading. The annual pay- 
ments, including principal and inter-

The Commissioners stated that 
they would have to withdraw that 
part of the report recommending the 
increase ,of the water frontage tax 
from 5 cents a foot to 10 cents a 
foot, as the town, under its special 
act, was not given power to do so.

In four years ‘therefore the pay- 
ments on plank walks and_ street 
grading at. présent outstanding will 
be ended as far as they are payable 
by: the town at large. We recom- 
mend that, in future, the entire cost 
of plank walks be charged to the 
property fronting or abutting on the 
walks, except on corner lots, where 
we recommend, one third of the 
flankage bé charged tothe property, 
to be spread over a‘ term. of five 
years, and the’ remaining two-thirds 
be paid by the ‘town, also the entire 
cost of the strect and land crossings 
be paid by the town. 

CEMENT WALKS. 


The same: principle of dealing with 
the construction of plank walks ap- 
plies to cement walks.

As few cement walks 
have been laid so far, it is a good 
time to adopt this policy now. Up

It is further agreed that all traffic, 
passenger or freight, mail ‘or ex- 
press, ofiginating on the Pacific 
Great Eastern the routing of which 


is under the control of the company, 
shall be routed over the G.T.P. All 
traffic originating on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and destined for Van- 
couver or points on the line of ‘the 
P.G.E.R., shall be routed over that 
line by the G.T.P. The Canadian 
‘xpress and Grand Trunk Pacific 
Telegraph Companies are to have the 
right fo do business on the lines of 
the P.G.E.R., but the latter can, if 
it desires, engage in telegraph and 
express business on its own account. 
In such event the Grand Trunk Pac- 
ifie Telegraph Co.'and the Canadian 
Express Co. shall have the sole 
right to interchange business. The 
P.G.E.R. is to use the terminals of 
the G.T.P. at Fort George, and this 
agreement is to continue for a period 
of 20 years.
